Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the sections of the specification cited in the 132 
Declaration do not provide support for an invention as claimed. To arrive at a process as claimed, one would have to interpret the 
specification based on speculation. In the remarks (page 17) of the amendment, applicants refer to the description at page 18 as 
disclosing co-extrusion of different emulsions. Page 18 has been carefully reviewed, and no description of co-extruding different 
emulsions is found on page 18.. Arguments traversing the 1 12, second paragraph, rejection are unpersuasive, and the claims are still 
considered indefinite for reasons set forth in the final rejection . 
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
